RIVER AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS. 

The weather has turned cold again. The ther- 
mometer yesterday morning stood at aliout 20 and 
last evening at 26 above zero. We saw Capt. Fuller 
last night, who had just come from his lioat above 
the Six-Mile Island. He states that the boats are 
all in their former positions and the ice firm. Be- 
low the falls, the river, we are told, is clear of ice 
to Salt river. 

Night liefore last and yesterday morning the river 
rose 5 inches at the city warf and 11 inches at Port- 
land, but last evening it was falling again. The 
Peter Tellou was raising .steam yesterday to pulkotr' 
the Baltic, which was run aground on the New Albnnv 
wharf a few days ago by the Belle Sheridan being 
swept against her by the ice, but we have not learn- 
ed the result. Capt. Key informs us that the dim- 
age to the Baltic is very slight, and that the Belle 
Sheridan sustained very little injury beyond demol- 
ishing five of her state rooms, and that will lie fully 
repaired in a week. 

The Cumberland river was rising on Friday with 6 
feet water on Harpeth shoals, and navigation had 
been resumed between Nashville, Cairo, and Hew 
Orleans. 

The rivers in South Alabama were all rising at 
our last dates. 

The following river intelligence we copy from the 
Memphis Bulletin, of the 25th ult.— the latest dates 
we have have from that point: 

The river was falling very fast yesterday, and the ice 
runniuc in much smaller quantities owing to the gorge* 
above here, at Kandolph and Colutubu*. 

We learu that the river i* gorged again at Randolph. 
When the first gorge broke the Cumberland tloated down 
about a quarter of a mile when she was locked in again, 
iu»t below the narrows, and lie* in a pretty safp condition. 
The J. ('. Swou and sVotland are laid up just below, and 
a large number ot" passengers an; quartered in the farm- 
houses and cabins on both sides of the river. 

The Siniond* unfortunately got aground at Horn Lake 
bar, and the Franklin went down early yesterday moruinc 
to tier relief, but had not returned at It) o'clock last night. 
We are unable to say whether she U off or not. 

The Xiagara, — The same paper has the following 

particulars of the loss of the Niagara: 

Three passengers from this ill-fated boat arrived here 
. esterday morning, per railroad, having left the boat on 
Friday morning, SMM down to Randolph, where ttif got 
a conveyance to Brownsville. F'roni them we learn that 
the Niagara left Cairo on Wednesday, Mth inst., and got 
aground nt Island :M at midnight on the 17th. Tli Km- 
press attempted to putt her off sjuuday. but did n >t *uo- 
oeed. On the following day the boat commenced careen- 
ing, when Capt. ripott* threw a lot of flour overboard; that 
■isill the baai SSfnl breaking and giving way, and the 
crew threw over cotton, hay, pork, flour, aud her cargo 
generally. Tuesday morning, fifty cabin )<as*engers, in- 
cluding 1. ladies, were taken to the island and took shel- 
ter in some open cabins, without beds, and furnished with 
provision- from the boat. On Thursday the balance of the 
passengers left the bout and went to the island, making 
about ninety cabin and twenty deckersiuallon the island*, 
a portion of whom had to camp out on the sinow. On Fri- 
day the life-boat was got to the chute between the island 
and Tennessee shore, aud commence bringing the gentle- 
men over to the maiu land, the trip b. ing too dangerous 
to attempt to take the ladies over. These latter are com- 
fortably provided for by CapL Spotts and his omcera, and 
will pro*nulr remain there until some boat cone * along 
and takes them off. 

The boat is broken in two aft of the wheel-house, and 
has about five feet water in her hold. She will no doubt 
prove a total loss, except her machinery, cabin, etc. 
the former of which Captain Spotts i* engaged iu taking 
to pieces in hopes of saving it before the ice breaks up and 
the river rises. 

Her cargo thrown overboard, as near as we can learn, 
consisted of 1,U0U bbla flour, 1U0 bbls jwrk. 2W) bales ol hay, 
2.000 sks corn, and a quantity of cotton aud whisky. Blxty 
head of cattle, sixty-rive mule*, and thirty -five horses are 
still on board the boat — the latter insured. Fortunately no 
lives were lost. The mate had his foot badly mashed by 
the breaking of a spar. A might be expected, Anitas' 
severe weather, Ui>-re was a wood deal of sutieriug from 
cold ou the island. The passengers *peak very highly of 
the conduct of Capt. SpotL* and his officers.

Washington, Jan. ■ . 

Senate. — On motion of Mr. Bigler, the bill r*t>- 
viding for the survey of the Ohio river and its prin- 
cipal tributaries was made the special order of the 
day for Monthly next. 

The Senate then roitmed the consideration of the 
Indian appropriation bill. 

Mr. Hale commented severely on the conduct of 
Gov. Stevens in proclaiming martial law and arrest- 
ing the Judge of the Federal Court in Washington 
Territory. He was opposed to placing a single dol- 
lar in the hands of such a man, and thought that in 
the days of Kom.ni supremacy no outrage equal to 
this was ever perpetrated in the most remote pro- 
vince of that empire. 

The amendments were agreed to, appropriating 
$700,000 for the restoration and maintenance of 
peace. &c. in Oregon anil Washington Territories. 
Bill not concluded. 

The Senaie adopted Houston's resolution calling 
on the President to furnish the number and causes 
of desertions from the navy, since the passage of the 
act providing for the efficiency of the navy. Ad- 
joured. 

Utilise. — Mr. Grow, from the committee on Terri- 
tories, reported a bill fixing the boundaries of Min- 
nesota, and authorizing the people there to form f jr 
themselves a constitution and State government, 
with a view to be admitted into the Union on an 
equal footing with the original States, according to 
the Federal Constitution. An election is to be held 
on the first Monday in June for the choice of dele- 
gates to the convention. In the event of the people 
deciding in favor of a State government, the Mar- 
shal is to proceed to take a census of the Territory, 
with a view of ascertaining the number of Repre- 
sentatives she is entitled to, under the present ap- 
psftisMfesaft. The same provisions are in this bill 
as in former bills of a similar character relative to 
public lands for education, and are to be assented to 
as obligatory on both Minnesota aad the United 
States. Mr". Grow said the proposed State would 
embrace 70,000 square miles, leaving west of the 
boundary about 90,000 square miles to lie hereafter 
erected into a government by the Indian name of 
Dacotah. 

Mr. Phelps did'nt desire to impede the progress of 
the bill, but wished to know how much of the pro- 
posed Territory lies on the west of the Mississippi 
river. 

Mr. Grow replied, about three-fourths. 
Mr. Phelps said Mr. Grow had frequently advo- 
cated the sactity of compacts, and wished to know 
whether he believed in the sacredness of the ordin- 
ance of 1787. 

Mr. Grow replied, certainly. 
Mr. Phelps resumed, saying that in that ordinance 
a provision was made for five States out of the 
Northwestern Territory, which have long since been 
organized, and now Mr. Grow proposed another.

CALIFORNIA NEWS BY THE ILLINOIS. 

[From the Alta California of January &,] 
Since the departure of the steamer of 
20th, the country has been unusually quiet, 
from events of an exciting character. 

The principal topic of interest has been, and uatii 
settled will continue to be, the Senatorial election. 
There is a great degree cf solicitude and anxiety 
among politicians, and curiosity among all classes to 
know the result. 

The Legislature will a-ssembU at the capital en 
.Monday, 5th inst. The rirst business will be the 
election of two United States Senators— one to suc- 
ceed Mr. Gwin, and serve the six years' term froai 
the 4th of March. 1855, ani one to succeed Mr. Wel- 
ter, and serve a full term from the 4th of March 
next. The principal candidates are Messrs. Gwin, 
Weller, Latham, and Broderick. The result is ex- 
OSe dingly doubtful. 

The excitement which existed at the time of the 
departure of the last steamer, in relation to the State 
debt, has died away; whatever uncertainty may 
have been felt at the time having yielded to the 
unanimous sentiment that the decision of the Su- 
preme Court imposes no obstacle, legal or moral, to 
the prompt and faithful payment of everv doUar. 
A bill has-been already framed, and will 'je intro- 
duced at an early day of the session of the Legisla- 
ture, to refund the debt, aud submit it to a vote of 
the people, in conformity with the requirements of 
the constitution. The bill will pass bv a vote nearly, 
if not quite, unanimous; and when it comes before 
the people there will be no opposition; but all men, 
of every shade of politics, will emulate the exertions 
of each other in its advocacy. Of course the refund- 
ing and constitutionalizing of the debt will not ren- 
der it any more obligatory upon us to pay it; but it 
will satisfy the holders of our securities that there is 
no dispositiou on the part of California to avail her- 
self of her own violation of her own laws, to avoid 
the juymeut of money which she obtained contrary 
to her constitution. , 

Some excitement has been created by the discove- 
ry of a system of peculation on the part of the treasu- 
rers of some of the counties, and other officers 
charged with the collection of the State revenue, in 
yiug into the Treasury depreciated State warrants 
stead of the cash received by them from taxation. 
It is supposed that this fraudulent practice has been 
general, and that the State, as well as tax-pavers, 
ha* been wronged out of a lar^e amount. Legal 
proceedings have been commenced against officers 
;n some cases. 
The weather for the last fortnight has been fa- 
orable to the mining interests, a large quantity of 
raiu, and in some districts heavy snows, having fal- 
len. The indications are of a prosperous season. 

The heaviest snow storm ever known here — if not, 
in fact, the only one — occurred on Monday, the 29th 
ult. The snow fell probably for an hour or two, 
and covered the summits of the hills adjacent to the 
city.

A Republic a»d a Monarchy — A Contrast. 
The New York Times, in the course of a carefully 
prepared article, makes a contrast between the con- 
dition of Great Britain and the United States. It 
is highly nattering to the latter. The treasury re- 
turns for 1856 show that the outstanding public 
debt of the federal government amounted to 630,- 
727.000; while the public debt of the various States 
amounted to $l90,718,000-forming together only 
♦221,000,000. 

The public debt of Great Britain liefore the late 
war was £797 060,000, to which £21,000.000 new 
loans were added during the war — together £818,- 
000,000, or about forty hundred and ninety millions 
doUars. The indirect taxation paid by the people 
of the United States for the support of the Federal 
Government in the shape of iispoet duties amounts 
to sixty -four millions dollars. The direct and indi- 
rect taxation paid by the people of Great Britain for 
the support of the crown, in the way of customs and 
excise duties, stamps, income tax, and property tax 
amounts to sixty-four mdlions sterling, or about live 
fold the burden of the people of the United States. 
The expenses of the British Government are thus, in 
our currency, for a single year, $320,000,000, or 
about $100,000,000 more than the whole principal of 
the public debt of the Federal and State Govern- 
ments. The treasury returns also show that our 
system of railways, which embraces about 23,242 
miles, stands in capital and funded debt (736,000,- 
000. though costing, by the aid of State and city 
laaus, about $829,739,400 or .$35,700 per mile; 
while the system of Great Britain, embracing only 
3.334 miles, stands in capital and funded debt, six- 
teen hundred and seventeen millions dollars, $191,- 
185 per mile. And it further apjiears that the whole 
railway debt of the country, in the shape of mort- 
gages and debentures, is '$434,286,000, while the 
same incumbraces upon the English system reach i 
nearly this sum in debentures alone, say $375,200,- 
000, while, including what are known as preference 
shares, the sum total is $639,996,000.

of European, particularly English ladies. In our 
dirty city, where the streets are always carpeted by 
debris of some kind in various stages of decomposi- 
tion, and the atmosphere subject to violent and sud- 
den changes, v. e should think a costume would be 
adopted which would at least protect the wearer 
from the injurious effects of the fierce winds, the 
bitter cold, and in summer the burning intensity of 
the sun. But, no matter what the condition of the 
streets, rich silks and embroideries just as gracefully 
sweep the pavement, aud if the imprisoned genius 
of the Arctic regions made us a visit, little, blue, 
and red noses would elevate themselves at just the 
same distance from the tiny and delicate machinery 
called a "hat."

should have had a restraining influence upon the 
sales of this most important branch of manufacture, 
but this does not seem to have been the case at pres- 
ent. The increase of $30,000,000 iu the past year's 
importations of drv goods, chiefly in the silk depart- 
ment, shows no falling off in this resjtect. Indeed, 
the increase in price has been so gradual as hardly 
to have been felt in the retail department, and 
probably will not l>e until next fall, when the fail- 
ure of the past year's silk crop must make itself se- 
verely felt. This loss is almost as general as that 
of the potato crop some years ago, and almost as 
unaccountable. 

The supposition is, that in trying to force the 
MM to produce a greater amount of silk the pow- < 
er of production has l>een nearly destroyed. The 
first appearance of the silk-worm is in the form of a 
small egg the size of a pin's head. It then becomes 
a large worm or catterpillar, and in this state feeds | 
on mulberry leaves until it comes to maturity, when 
it commences enveloping itself in a fine silk web; in 
three days it is completely covered, and for the next 
seven days thickens and strengthens it. In ten 
days it is completed, when it should be immediately 
taken down from the trees and wound off, as if it is 
not, the worm in its higher condition forces its wav 
out and emerges a butterfly, and the silk is spoiled 
In this condition, precisely as it is wound off frorr 
the cocoon, the silk comes to us from Flanders^ 
Spain, Portugal, Turkey, the East Indies, and China. 
It is said that one ball contains enough silk to reach 
six English miles. In their natural condition mul- 
berry trees are very sparsely supplied with leaves, 
and the worms were fed sparingly, but the great and 
increasing demand for silk induced manufacturers 
to force the luxuriant growth of the mull>erry tree, 
and fatten the silk-worm into increased power of 
production. But this process seems to have as bad 
an effect as it is said to have upon poets, who are 
generally understood to have been starved into im- 
mortality, and whose inspiration leaves them when 
they become fat and happy.

Who is Syi.vancs M. Si"knckk? — Interesting 
Sketch of the Famous Cnpttir of the Xicurngua Tran- 
sit Company s Hoots. — The leader of the forces that 
captured the lake and river boats of the Nicaragua 
Transit Company — as detailed in the Daily Times 
of Monday last — was Sylvanus M. Spencer. But 
who is Sylvanus M. Spencer? Our readers, we pre- 
sume, thought as they read the name that he was 
some new light, some unknown man, somebody 
fresh from the people, who, with his sword in hand, 
had all his fortune yet to carve, his great name yet 
to make — the greatness dating, however, from the 
hour that he came down "like a wolf on the hold" 
heading the Costa Ricans — that his next chapter 
would be a terrible defeat by "Billy Walker, the 
blue-eyed man." and that the end of him. 

It was all blunder. Sylvanus has a history al- 
ready. The Daily Times has given page after page 
of its "valuable columns," as our corresjwndents 
always sav, detailing the story of his life. 

In'thc Thirteenth Ward of this city he has a good 
many acquaintances. What town or State has the 
honor of his birthplace we are unable to sav. The 
Muse of History skipped that page of his life. The 
impression is, however, that he was born in New 
York — first drew breath in the late Alderman Briggs's 
ward. It is an established fact that he had parents, 
but who they were we don't know. A family 
named Jenkins brought him up, and in the family, 
as well as out of it, he was known by the name of 
"Banty Jenkins." Like the author of "Leaves of 
Grace," but in a different sense, he was "one of the 
roughs," and a "Kosmos" in the ward. His boy- 
wound off from ' hood is presumed to have l>een a hard one — at least 
he came out of it a very hard boy. The public 
school system had him in hand for a long time, but 
was not able to make much impression ution him. 
Indeed, to the great gratification of the old ladies 
of his vicinity, and quiet people generally, he utter- 
ly vanished from public gaze for the space of ten 
years, when he suddenly turned up at Kio Janeiro, 
on the charge of murdering Captain Frazier, of the 
clipper ship Sea Witch, of which vessel Spencer 
himself had been the mate. 

About the 16th of June 1855, the Uuited States 
Consul at Rio, and the officers of the United States 
brig Bainbridge, then lying at that jwrt, instituted 
an inquiry into the facts attending the murder of 
the Captain, which was continued for several days, 
and resulted in their sending Spencer home a pris- 
oner to be tried for the crime. Spencer, on arriv- 
ing here, was detained in close custody, and a pre- 
liminary investigution as to the question of his guilt 
was held by the United States Commissioner. This 
eventuated in his being sent for trial liefore the 
proper tribunal. Accordingly, on Thursday, De- 
cember 20, he was arraigned in the United States 
Circuit Court, Hon. Judge Ingersoll, presiding, on 
a cliarge of murder on the high seas, for that he on 
Sunday, June 5, 1855, between the 
clock, did, on board the ship Sea 
Witth, then about 1300 miles southeast of Rio, bar- 
barously murdered Capt. Frazier, the master. 

He was acquitted, thoughunder circumstances that 
left suspicion on his memory. 

Soon after his acquittal he sailed for Nicaragua 
and remained there several months, returning 
finally to New York. While here he is said to 
have stated, in conversation with several persons, 
that he had made arrangements with Commodore 
Vanderbilt to proceed to Nicaragua and concert 
measures with the Costa Ricau Government for 
the capture of the lake and river boats. He ac- 
cordingly left this port in the month of October 
last, in the steamer Cahawba, and proceeded via 
Aspinwall to San Jose, the capital of Costa Kica. 
At this place he is supposed to have had an inter- 
view with the authorities resulting in his taking 
charge of the Costa Rican force, winch seized the 
river and lake boats, and the force on the San 
Juan river, as already detailed in the Journal.
